INCREASED ACTIVITY.AT ; 
HOME... 


The Board’ of Trade returns for 
September confirm tho indicationa 
in other directions that the in- 
crensed industrial activity. notice- 
able in recent months is bding 
maintained. Imports amounted to 
£101.4 millions: and were only 
£300,000 leas than dn September, 
1926, when Jarge coal arrivals 
helped .to swell the figure, while 
they were £118 millions greater 
than in August, 1927. British ex- 
ports totalled £60.5 millions, and: 
were greater by £98 millions than 
in the corresponding month of 1926, 
and by £1.1 millions -than in August 
this yenr, On the other hand, re- 
exports declined and the total £8.0 
milliona was less by £30,000 than 
in September, 1926, and by about 
£740,000 than In ‘August, 1927. 
Total oxports, .therefore, which 
amounted to £68.5 millions, -were 
greater by ' £9.8 millions and by 
£340,000 respectively. - Compared 
with September, 1925, British ex- 
ports have declined in. value by ap- 
proximately £250,000, but in view 
of the ‘fact that for the first nine 
months of the current year.average 
values for British exports were 12.2 


-|per cent. lower than, in 1925, the 


figures represent an appreciabla in- 
crease in volume. ane é 
Evidence of the seasonal increase 
in tho arrival of foodstuffs and of 
raw materials is discernible in. the 
returns, and It is noticeable that in 
both of these groups, imports wero 
substantially greater than a year 
ago, if the abnormal arrivals of 
coal in September, 1926, be ex: 
cluded. Imports of .wood and 
timber showed considerable expan- 
sion, the value rising from £4,187,- 
040 in September, 1926, to 
£6,810,004 in September, 1927, while 
the volume was also: appreciably 
larger, Iron ore, non-ferrous 
metals, raw wool and undressed 
hides and’ skins, were all received 
in greater quantities than a year 
ago, and the value in each case was 
higher, but, on the other hand, ar- 
rivals‘of raw cotton and of crude 
In' the case of 
cotton, it ia possible that the sharp 


advance‘in prices since the com- 


mencement of August has tempor- 
arily tended to restrict imports, 
especially as arrivals earlier in the 
year, were on a substantial seale 
and stocks in Britain are be- 
lieved to be.fairly large.’ 

'. Exports of coal during ‘Septem- 
ber were, on.the whole, fairly well 
maintained, and -although, in 
volume, the tolal of 4,242,846 tons 
is slightly lower, than for the pre- 
ceding month, it shows appreciable 
expansion compared with the figure 
of 3,902,006 tons two years ago, 
Coal shipped as bunkers also in 
creased from 1,354,198 tons in 
September, 1925, to 1,526,987 tons 
in September, 1927, and in spite of 
the stoppage in the’ industry -last 
year and the temporary loss of mar- 
kets thereby incurred, both exports 
and bunkers shipped from British 
ports during the first nine months 
of 1927 were greater in volume 
than in the corresponding period of 
1925. Although the volume of ex- 
ports has increased, however, ‘there 
has,, in the interval, been a con- 
siderable fall in prices and compar- 
ed with the first three quarters ‘of 
1925, the value of the coal exported 
in the period January to September, 
1927, declined by £2,679,1138 to 
436,518,111.

PICNIC DISASTER. . 
INQUEST OPENED ON - 
VICTIMS. * 


PROBABLE CAUSE OF FIRE, 

The recent picnic mishap when a 
motor boat caught. fire in the vicin- 
{ty of Saikung_and. several Chinese 
lost their: lives by drowning after 
they had been forced to take to the 
water, had an echo at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
when Mr. W. Schoficld in his capa-~ 
city as Coroner, and a jury com- 
posed of Messrs. A. F.. Vas, H.' F. 
Jason and..¥. A. Wahab held an in-' 
quiry into the circumstances attend- 
ing’ the death of six victims—Mrs. 
Alleye, Miss Tai Tau, Miss Chan 
Tim, and Mesars, Lai King-ching, 
Jamicson and Ip Kau. © 

- Evidence of inspecting the, burn- 
‘ed motor boat, the Tung Yat Fat” 
at Saikung, was given by. Mr. 
Robert Hall, assistant Government 
Marine Surveyor. He said that the 
bodt was similar to those plying 
for hire at Queen's Pier, the open 
type with a Class 2 licence and ac- 
commodation for 14 passengers, but 
whén plying within the mits of the 
harbour it could carry twenty. 

With the exception of the awn- 
{ng over. the engine having been 
burned and the woodwork charred, 
the ‘boat was not damaged, The 
carburetter was in a very bad con- 
dition. Two caps were missing 
while from: the sparking plugs the 
securing nuts had disappeared. 
The engine as far as could be seen 
‘was not burned. There waa no life 
saving apparatus on board the boat 
when witness examined it. 


Possible Cause of Fire.

Hall said that the absence of the]. 


carburetter caps and the spark plug 
nuts would cause the petro! to pre- 
fgnite, which would result {n a back 
fire, thus causing the pre-ignition to 
set'fire to the motorboat.

originated. 
With the carburetter in such o 


condition, a spark froma cigarette, 


would also cause a fire, while on the 
other hand witness said that a car- 


5! buretter in perfect order would not 


be likely to cause fire to the engine 
through a spark of a’ cigarette.

é Eclairs. ‘ 
Required: Flour, ' 40z.; butter, 
20z.; eggs, two whole, and one extra 
yolk; water (bojling), half a pint;

The flour is 
best firat dried in the oven on a 
baking sheet, and then sieved to 
remove lumps. Boil the water and:

FENG’S REVERSE. 


HOW TROOPS WERE 
DOUBLED UP, - 
Tientsin, Dec. 10. 

The battle for ‘Hsuchowfu 
which has ended in the retreat 
of the Kuominchun invaders ‘is 
described as the severest that has 
taken place in that region. 

Feng Yu-hsiang lost 4,000 men 
in casualties, while about 380 
higher officers including battalion 
commanders were killed, 3,000 ri- 
fies ‘captured, 4,00Q prisoners 
taken and four big guns and 30 
field guns. ; 

Feng's troops were moving in 
three columns, one on the Lunghai 
Railway, one toward Taian, and 
one on Tsining, but ‘on the 4th 
and 5th they massed all their 
strength .for an attack on 
Hsuchow.: |. io 

It is stated that when the battle 
culminated on the 6th (Tuesday) 
some of the Kuominchun penetra- 
ted north of Hsuchow,. when 
Chang Tsung-chang threw in his 
reserves and Sun Chuan-fang 
moved up quickly from Tehchow 
and Haiuchien (Surtsien) and 
caught Feng’s army on the flank, 
disorganising his right wing and

The above report was received in 
Shanghai by wireless yesterday and 
gave only the briefest details: It 
stated that the tug, with two tow- 
boats attached, was anohored in the 
vielnity of Shasi when the bandit 
Bang appeared, some 60 strong. 
They immediately’ swarmed over 
and about the tug and ‘its companion’ 
vessels, demanding the surrender of 
the foreign captain who, however, : 
was. not forthcoming. 


Take Up Pursuit. 


In their anger at thus being 
‘bautked of: a foreign captive the 
bandits shot the compradore of the 
tug, wounding him in the thigh. 
They then turned their attentions 
to the tug and looted it of a quan- 
tity of clothing and other property. 
Apparently, from. the reporta re- 
received, they came in sampans but 
left in one of the tow-boata’ which 
they. cut ndrift from the tug.: 

As soon as they had left, a mes- 
‘sage was conveyed to the British 
naval commander’ some few miles 
away on a gunboat. 
mediately sent an armed guard a 
visit waa first paid to the tug and 
the remaining tow-boat but none of 
the bandits had remained on board 
and, ‘being given the direction of 
their departure, the naval patrol 
set out in pursuit-and after a hur- 
ried search came upon the band an 
it wag ‘landing on the reedy fore- 
shore some distance downstream, 

The  hluejackets immediately 
went into action and met with con- 
siderable resistance from the armed 
bandits, the reports state. The dif- 
ficulties of landing, however, pre- 
vented the rescue party from get- 
ting within range of the main body 
of the band which successfully got 
away with the two captives who

CROWN SUITS. 


AN AMENDING ORDINANCE IN 
. THE STRAITS. ‘ 

A Bill to amend Ordinance 22 
(Crown Suits) is to be introduced 
in’ the Straits Legislative Council. 
In the “Objects and Reasons" it is 
stated: ‘ 

It is. settled law in the Colony 
that ‘the Crown, like any other em- 
ployer, is responsible not only for 
the manner in which its servants 
discharge the duties of their em- 
ployment, but also for the acts done 
by them in the discharge or the sup- 
posed discharge of their duties. 

If the act done by a. public ser- 
vant {fs one which, if Jawful, would 
have fallen within the scope of the, 
public ‘servant's employment, as 
being reasonably necessary for the 
due discharge’ of his duties, or the 
preservation of the interesta of the 
Crown, or otherwise incidental to 
the- purposes of his employment 
the Crown must accept _responsi- 


. blity, inasmuch as it has authorised 


the servant to do that particular 
class of act, and is therefére pre- 
eluded from denying the servant's 
authority to do the. act complained 


This BIN tends to protect more 


‘adequately the public interest as 


represented by the Crown, -by pro- 
viding that judgment shall be: given 
for the Crown unless the plaintiff 
alleges and proves that the public 
servant, concerned acted negijgently 
or without reasonable and probable

* The trafl of China’s civil war has 
dragged o restless length across so 
many uncertain. months that the 
western world has changéd some- 
what its earlier attitude toward it; 
It i as convinced os ever of the 
larga importance of the movement, 
but its primary attention hes shift- 
ed, in a degrees, from the chances 
of ultimate success of the various 
confusedly named lenders to matters 
which affect’ Occidental interests 
both now and in whatever future 
is to seo the struggle determined, 
Not the least of such concerns has 
to do'with what lies ahead for mis- 
sion work in the great Chinese Re- 
public.’ Nearly 1,000 individuals 
from Europe and the Americas 
were devotitig their lives to this ac- 
tivity, and the aggregate value of 
the properties involved ran to some- 
thing lke $8,000,000. With: the 
spread of disorder, practically all 
these labourers were. forced from 


their posts, and the material loss 


already has been considerable, with 
the end not yet. What. final dis- 
position of the whole unsettled sit- 
uation can be made fa a difficult 
‘question to answer, albeit some rea- 
sonably assured solution must be 
won, a , 

Much has been spoken -and 
written of this by men and women 
who should be authoritatively in-

Dr. Lew, talking to this text In 
London the other day, declared: 
“Christianity is. going to be the 
most potent factor. in the building 
of China's new nationhood.” If 
every shade of conviction shows be- 
tween these extremes, the more. 
optimistic note ia the ‘one -oftencst 
sounded, For example: Dr, Harold 
Balne, of the Tsianfu University, 
with a score of years’ experience 
there, said recently that «the 
“church . is winning in China. A 
purer, Christianity will emerge from 
the militarism on the one hand and 
the communism on the other.” 
Again, in an interview granted this 
paper, Dr. Henry Hodgkin, presi- 
dent of the National Christian 
Council of China, summed up his 
opinion regarding the mission out- 
look with: “All talk of the collapse 
of Christianity in China or of the 
impossibility of carrying on further 
missionary, labour is utterly base- 
lesa, The native Christian church 
fa facing a delicate state of affairs 
with noteworthy courage and stead+ 
faatness.” 

Four. interestingly different, sug- 
gestions have been made in. the 
course of this discussion, says the 
“Christian Science Monitor.” One 
more than, once emphasised, has 
been that, from this time forth, ‘the’ 
effort .of the orthodox Christian 
churches throughout ‘the whold 
Orient will succeed, fundamentally, 
only as it is held apart from poli- 
tical activities, The Chinese, ‘wa 
are told, have ‘been . unfavour- 
ably impressed by what ap- 
to them an __ allifance 
between much that has be- 
come known to them as Christianity 
and “Western imperialiam.” What, 
then, has shown itself as an anti.

‘Speaking. in New York 
he declared that the. “new mission 
work, whether or not called by the 
name, must consist. in trying to 
bring together Eastern and Western 
concepts of right living; it must 
cease to try to impose cither upon 
the other. ; 
In ‘these dicta, surely, are 
unmistakable waymarks pointing to 
a better road than (quite obviously) 
has yet been followed. Nor ia it 
difficult to recognise the ground- 
work of the plan now to be carried 
through. A’ fundamental object of 
all religion should be: the promo- 
tion of general human welfare, the 
spread of unselfish living, the ex- 
tension of. peace, and a deepening of 
the sense of love. Loyal co-opera- 
tion in auch. service is the wholly 
worthy aim to be sought—or should 
it be called the “holy worthy” aim?

The women won the first phase 
of the fight when: they established, 
through a ruling of the Supreme 
Court, the ‘principle that husbands 
are morally bound to observe chasti- 
ty equally, with thelr wives—and 
thedaws ‘governing wifely chastity 
in Japan are severe. Adultery by 
a. wife constitutes a erfminal 
offence, if prosecuted, and a cause 
for a divoree by a husband. Wives, 
in short, are requeated by law, to 
observe the strictest rules of con- 
duct.

-IRAK TREATY. 


‘Text Now Issued in 
“London... . 


A LEAGUE CANDIDATE. 


Peace & Friendship With Great 
* Britain. 


: Rugby, Yesterday. 

The text has been issued of the 
‘Treaty between Great Britain and 
Trak in London on December 14, 
_ The Treaty recognises Irak as 
an independent sovereign State, 
and declares that there shall be 
peace and friendship between His 
Britannic Majesty .and ‘Hig. 
Majesty the King of Irak. 

It states that, “provided. the 
present rate of progress in Irak 
is maintained and all goes .well 
in the interval, His Britannic 
Majesty will support the candida- 
ture'of Irak for admission to the 
League of Nations in 1932." _— 

It atipulates that separate 
agreements, superseding those of 
March_26,__1924,_shall_’ regulate 
financial and military relations. 
The King of Irak undertakes to 
secure the execution of all inter- 
national obligations, ‘which His 


Britannic Majesty has undertaken |. - 


to see carried out in respect of 
Trak. | He also undertakes not to 
mnodify ‘the existing provisions of 
the Trak organic’ law so as ad. 
versely to affect the rights and 
interests of foreigners, or to con- 
stitute any difference in the rights 
before the law among the Irakis 
on the ground of differences of 
race, religion, or language, 

Therg shall be a full and. flank 

consultation between the. high 
contracting parties in all matters 
of foreign policy which may affect 
their. common interests,. . 
e King of Irak undertakes, 
80 soon a8 local conditions permit, 
to accede to all general interna- 
tional agreements already exist- 
ing or which may ‘be concluded 
hereafter with the approval of the 
League of Nations in respect. of. 
slave trade, traffic in ‘drugs, arms, 
and munitions, traffic in: women 
and children, transit, navigation, 
communications; 
also to execute the provisions of 
the Covenant 'of the League of Na- 
tions Treaty ‘of Lausanne, the
